in the first tally of the ball game 
with Cassel and Flannigan alter- 
nating to the Tech 35.

Did you know 
that after age 16, you are not only 
allowed but advised to have a chest 
X- -ray every year—and that you can, 
get it free of charge, if you live in 
Cambridge? Did you know that ed- 
ucational literature about the pre- 
vention and control of tuberculosis 
is free to anyone who asks for it— 
and that 65,000 pieces were dis- 
tributed last year? Did you know 
that rehabilitation services are avail- 
able to any tuberculosis patient or 
ex-patient, living in Cambridge? 
Have you read about various laws 
which have helped to raise standards 
of treatment for tuberculosis pa- 
tients—or about the various research 
projects which are being conducted, 
to find a quick and permanent cure 
for tuberculosis?

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SCIENCE CLUB GOES TO COLLEGE

Monday, February 28, 1949 the Rindge Science Club went to 
college. Under the supervision of Mr. R. Scott, (421) six members 
of the Rindge Science Club were lead on a tour of M.I.T. by Pro- 
fessor Murphy. Among the shops and labs there were three de- 
partments that intrigued the members most of all. They were 
1. The Radar Lab, 2. The Weather Mapping Room, 3. The Radio 
Lab. 

The Radar Lab was of particular interest to us all because of 
the novelty of standing in a room and seeing, by the medium of 
Radar, for the distance of 500 miles around us. This is equal to 
the distance from Boston, Massachusetts to Washington, D. C. 


In the Weather Mapping Room we saw teletype machinery in 
action reporting the conditions from every state in the Union. 
This we were surprised to note, was done in a numerical code 
instead of a verbal or word code. The code comes in a series of 
five numbers in a group. The numbers are now recorded on a 
Weather Map of The United States and brought into a compiling 
room where it is checked and the forecast made. 

The Radio and Balloon Labs are combined for this reason, 
the three pound Radio and recording instruments are attached to a 
Balloon and sent aloft. From there it’s up to the Balloon and the 
Recording Instruments to record the Weather and report it back 
to the Weather Bureau. 

The six Science Members were, President James Saret, Vice 
President Stanley Tanenholtz, other members were John Surette, 
Joseph Tratnyek, James Cronin, and Donald Currie.
